to Honolulu, 
In H aw aii, a fexv d ays ago to be re 
exam ined to determ ine w h eth e r they 
are now afflicted w ith leprosy or not. 
They a re all persons who have been 
at tile settlem ent a considerable time, 
most of them several years. 
They are 
to be re-exam ined because xvlieo the 
m em bers of the legislature visited the 
settlem en t som e xveeks ago these indi­ 
viduals show ed no ou tw ard sign of the 
disease, and their re-exam ination w as 
asked for by som e of the legislators. 
But when these seven w ere directed 
by th e su p erin ten d e n t of the settle­ 
m ent to get ready to go to H onolulu to 
be 
re-examined 
they 
all 
dem urred. 
They declared they did not w an t to 
leave the settlem ent, even lf it should 
lie proved th a t they were free from 
the terrible disease. They asked th at 
assu ran ces be given them th a t if they 
w ere found 
free from leprosy 
they 
would be perm itted to return to the 
settlem en t as kokuns or helpers to 
lepers.
